ALBERQUERQUE, N. M., May 24. 
The Pablo Crispives saw mill in 
Canon Laigo, 30 miles east of this city, 
was the scene ofa terrible explosion 
yesterday morning, resulting in the 
entire destruction of the property, and 


instantly killing two men, one of 
them the son of the proprietor, and 
seriously wounding the head sawver, 
Thomas Vatawvatow. At 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning the men went to 
work and at half past eight, while 
eight employes on the mill were en- 
gaged in their usual occupations, with- 
out an instant’s warning, a terrific ex- 
plosion splintered the heavy timbers 
and threw the debris in a confused 
heap into a guich, over which it was 
built. - Five men were in the sawdust 
pitand escaped serious injary; but a 
18-year-old son of Mr. Crispives, and a 
Mexican employee named Benito, 
were buried into theair as if shot from 
a catapult, and dashed to the earth 100 
feet away fromthe mill. Both were 
icked up lifeless, their bodies being 
rightfully mangled, with limbs 
broken and heads crushed. The man 
Volaw was thrown a considerable 
distance with splintered and broken 
beards and timbers. His head was se- 
verely contused and fracture of the 
skull is feared; while his left leg is 
badly crushed, right wrist brohen,and 
neck and back terribly scalded by es- 
caping steam from the boiler. 


Patents Refused. 
WASHINGTON, May 24.

been repealed and others mitigated. 
Something remains, but we must re- 
loice at what we have obtained, and 
above allin regard tothe free actions 
of the Pope in the government of the 
church in Prussia. God grant that 
Italy, who is particularly dear to us, 
may share the spirit of peace with 
which we areanimated towards all 
nations. We earnestiy desire that 
Italy should put aside her unhappy 
difference with papacy, whose dignity 
is violated chiefly by the conspiracy 
of sects. The means of obtaining con- 
cord would be subject to no power in 
the enjoyment of full and real liberty, 
which far from ar tev oag Italy would 
powerfully contribute to her pros- 
perity.”’

Happenings eof the Day in Rene 
and Vicinity. 


Defenders of Truckee Trout. 
The Sacramento Record Union 
deplores the fact that the Indians 


T.uckee river and fears that the ex- 
termination of that succulent mem- 
ber of the finny tribe iu thatstream 
is imminent. The Truckee Repub- 
lican also sets up a sickly bowl. 
Fishing lines’ are appalling weap- 
ons of destruction io the estimation 
f these stalwart defenders of 
Truckee trout. They do not regard 
the dumping of innumerable tous 
of sawdust iato the beautiful home 
of that delicious fish as detrimental 
toits existence. Every effort has 
bean made by the people of Nevada 
to have this curse iuflicted apon the 
fish, and our people also, stopped, 
but without success. Why do not 
these advocators of prutection to 
fish lend a helping hau in this 
matter? The clear, pure water 
of the Truckee has been 
ruined by the saw mills on 
its banks, and unless a veto is 
placed upon the practice of dump- 
iug sawdust iuto that stream, it 
will become s0 impure that a bull 
frog would shun its waters. Make 
your saw mills stop this work 
and the fish you are seemingly try- 
ing to protect will flourish. 
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A Grand sight. 

The view of the surrounding 
country from the bighlands around 
Reno is grand, Beautiful green 
fields and pleasant looking homes 
d.t the valley and form a natural 
panorama pleasing to the right of 
anyone who can see beauty in the 


unfoldings of dame Nature. But 
one thing is lacking to embellish 
the otherwise fascivating picture, 
and that is the notable scarcity of 
trees. A reminder of the Wiuter 
through which we have just passed 
still lingers on the heavily timvered 
mountains of the Sierra Nevada 
range to the westward, adding au 
interesting feature to the _ ver- 
dant Spring seene in the valley 
below. The Truckee river, stocked 
with the finest trout, winds its 
way through the fertile valiey,from 
which a perfect net work of irrigat- 
ing ditches arerun tocarry water 
to the prodactive lands aiong its 
banks, Grand old mountains staud 
guard over the valley in every di- 
rection adding their quota of bold 
beauty to the grand picture. Such 
are the surrouadings of the place 
that will, at no far distaut day, be- 
come the manufacturing metfopo- 
lis of Nevada. 


Beauty and Usefuiness. 

The farmerein this locality will 
find it materially to their advantage 
to evclose their fields, and in fact 
their entire farms, by a systematic 
hedge of trees. These trees could 
be set such a distance apart as to 
answer the purpose of fence posts, 
to which wire fencing could be at- 
tached, thereby insuring an en- 
closure permanent in its character, 
and to which po expense,in the 
shape of resetting posts, would 
henceforth be incurred. Hardy 
trees such as the locust or eork elm 
would be admirably adapted for 
such work and would combine the 
ornamental with the useful. [If 
this plan was adopted, in a few 
years’ time this valley would not 
only be beautiful, but would be 
permanently enclosed. A few trees 
set out each Spring by each farmer 
will soov do the work. Such a 
move would also be profitable, in- 
asmuch as the trimmings from the 
trees when they become large 
would furaish au abundance of the 
finest kind of fire-wood.
